Sir, - 

[  \vAxc  the  honour  to  present  heixnvlth  an  Elcctor.il 
Atlas  for  the  seven  provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Caiuidu, 
as  they  are  now  divided  for  the  election  of  nienilM'rs  to  the 
House  of  Conunons.  The  North-west  Territories  are  not 
included,  as  they  are  under  special  Acts  applicable  to  them 
alone. 

The  need  of  such  an  Atlas  was  felt  as  soon  as  the  levi- 
sion  of  the  voters'  lists  commenced  last  autunm  :  for  the 
R,edistribution  Acts  of  1892  and  IHO.'J  had  altered  thelnjun- 
daries  of  many  of  the  electoral  divisions  and  created  some 
new  ones,  to  which  new  revising olticeis  had  l)een  api)ointed. 
In  some  of  the  new  divisions  (juestions  arose  as  to  lM»und- 
aries,  and  applica'^ion  was  made  to  this  Department  for 
maps  to  serve  as  o-uides  to  the  new  revisinn'  otticers.  It  then 
became  apparent  that  none  of  the  maps  of  the  Dominion  in 
g-ener.al  use  had  oeen  prepared  with  any  reference  to  the 
electoral  divisions  under  I  Xnn  in  ion  Acts.  With  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Hrunswick  there  was  no  ditliculty,  because  the 
old  territorial  divisions  are  still  conterminate  with  the 
present  electoral  divisions.  The  last  statute  redivided 
Prince  Ekiward  Island,  British  Columbia  and  Manitoba  on 
new  lines.  In  the  case  of  Quelxic  and  Ontario  previous  re- 
distribution Acts  concurred  with  those  of  l.sn2  and  180.'} 
to  create  feaeral  electoral  divisions  which  corresix)nd 
neither  wuth  the  orig-inal  counties  nor  with  the  recent 
divisions  made  by  the  local  legislatures  for  electoral  pui- 
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poses.  The  maps  extant  ai'c  either  the  old  atlases,  colour- 
ed according'  to  the  old  county  lines,  or  the  newer  maps 
made  l>y  the  l<K*al  <i<)vernments,  and  these  last  are,  of  course, 
coloured  to  show  the  local  constituencies.  At  every  suc- 
ceedin<4'  census  the  divcM'^ence  must  become  gi'eater  with 
the  constant  chano-es  in  the  density  of  population  inci- 
dent to  new  countries.  The  absence  of  maps  to  show  the 
divisions  of  the  Dominion  electorate  thus  l)ecame  very  in- 
con  \enient,  and  permission  was  obtained  to  prepare  the'pres- 
ent  Electoral  Atlas  somewhat  uix)n  the  lines  of  one  drawn 
up  for  the  redistribution  of  New  South  Wales.  The  postal 
maps  were  taken  as  a  basis,  and  the  draughtsman  of  that 
department,  Mr.  ^hiingy,  was  good  enough  to  assist  by 
cori-e(;ting  prcK)fs  and  by  adding  the  new  post  offices.  Proofs 
of  the  maps  were  sent  also  to  the  respective  revising  officers, 
most  of  whom  very  kindly  aided  by  criticisms  and  sug- 
gestions. 

This  Atlas  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  sufficiently  detailed 
for  all  |)ractical  purposes.  To  have  shown  the  roads  would 
have  Ixjcn  a  \'ery  costly  work  invohing  long  laljour — to 
have  shown  the  polling  di\isions  would  have  rendered 
the  maps  misleading  as  each  officer  divided  his  district 
anew,  a  process  wdiich  is  continually  going  on  at  every 
re\ision.  The  jwstal  routes  are  shown  as  on  the  postal 
maps  and  other  information  can  be  added  in  future  editions 
if  the  pi'esen    work  Ps  approved. 

The  maps  are  laid  down  upon  zinc  plates  which  are  the 
property  of  the  Government  and  are  available  for  use  at  any 
future  time  when  questions  of  redistribution  arise.  (Jn  such 
occasions  it  is  thought  that  maps  of  the  districts  to  be 
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atroctecl  would,  if  nft.ichod  n.  I)ills,  iniiforiullv  aid  iiiclcar- 
ino-  M[)aiid  shork'iiiiin-  discussion. 

Although  the  pollino-  divisions  could  not  lio  i.-ivcn  tlicv 
may  easily  Ik)  drawn  uix.n  the  maps  by  rcvisino- odicors 
01-  others,  toi;  election  purposes.  The  "pMlu'r  will  udmit 
of  the  use  of  nik,  and  some  of  the  revisers  have  drawn  for 
their  own  use  in  red  ink  the  lines  of  their  pollin-di  visions 
on  copies  of  the  proofs  sent  them  foi-  inspection  " 

It  IS  sincerely  hoped  that  this  first  attempt  at  uivino-u 
clear  view  of  the  new  electoral  divisions  of  the  I'^oniinTon 
ot  (  anada,  may  meet  with  your  approval  and  that  of  l».-,r- 
iiaraent,  and  1x3  of  service  to  the  electors  o-enera II v 

While  compilin^LT  the  Atlas  it  seemed  advisable  to  ass(>m- 
)Io,  side  by  side  for  comparison,  the  more  important  facts 
bearing-   upon  electoral  <,uestions  in  (^inada.     This    , 
been  done  m  the  appended  table.    Those  interested  in  such 
calculations  may  here  at  one  g-lance  compare  the  po  , 
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lafioii  wilh  fhc  elecforafo  and  wifli  the  actual  voting 
nuiiibor  at  the  last  |)iecediii.y  cloction;  and  the  completion 
<)(  the  revision  oCthc  voters' lists  now  permits  the  insertion 
()(  the  niiinl)ers(.f  the  actual  electorate  which  will  decide 
flic  next  election.  The  po|)iilation  o-iven  on  each  separate 
niai)  is  cnlculatcd  for  the  area  of  the  existing-  district  as 
there  shown.  When  flic  (inures  could  net  he  readily  ascer- 
tained from  the  |)rinted  census,  recourse'  was  had  to  the 
Dniiiinioii  Statistician,  Mr.  (Jroioe  Johnson,  who  kindly 
supplied  the  re(|nisite  iiiforiiiation.
